HAVANA, April 13.— The condition of

For the 
past four days no official news has been

and rumors are rife of a battle iu which 
the insurgents were victorious. No de- 
taiU can be learned, but there hag been 
considerable harrying and scurrying 
around the palace. 


The landing of the expeditions under 


•Calixto Garcia and Fraulio Pena have 
•caused a bad effect here, especially as 
the coast was supposed to be so well 
•guarded. I am informed of the real de- 
tailed the Collazo expedition. It seeing 
that while the expedition wae landing 
its arms and ammunition a cruiser hove 
in eight and the vein! carrying the ex- 
pedition put to sea, being pureued by 
the cruiser, whose searchlight was used 
to discover the vessel. 


In the meantime the force ol coast

COURT DECISIONS. 


Opinions by Justice Peckham on 


Northern Pacific Cases. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—In the case of 


the Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
against Samuel Peterson, opinion by 
Justice Peckham of the supreme court 
today reversed the opinion of the court 
below. The case was one of damages on 
account of an accident, and the question 
involved was whether a eection boss was 
a fellow servant or an agent of the road. 
The opinion holds him to be a fellow 
servant. 
Justice Peckham aleo delivered the 


opinion of the court in the case of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company va. 
6. L. Lewie. Lewie had claimed dam- 
ages for the destruction of 10,001) cords 
of wood by a fire which atarted from a 
Northern Pacific locomotive. An it ap- 
peared that the wood in question was 
cut upon the public domain and was 
located noon government land when 
burned, the court held that Lewis did 
not have sufficient title to it to entitle 
him to damages for ite destruction and 
decided la favor,of the railroad com-.

Climatic Conditions Favorable to 


Fruit and Grain. 


SACRAMENTO, April 13.—The following 


synopsis of tbe weather and crop condi- 
tions during the week ending Monday, 
April Kith, is isaucd by the state agri- 
culttual society iu co-operation with the 
United States climate and crop service, 
James A. Barwlck, section director: 


The average temperatureeforthe week 


ending Monday, April 13th, were as fol- 
lows, for tbe weather bureau stations 
named: Eureka 50, Fresno 54, Loe An- 
geles 58, Red Bluff 54, Sacramento 55, 
San Francleco 52, San Diego 56. 


Aa compared with the normal temper- 


ature there was a heat deficiency re- 
ported as follows: Fresno 7 degrees, Los 
Angeles 4, Red Bluff 5, Sacramento 4, 
San Francisco 4, San Diego 3. Eureka 
Phowe an excess of 1 degree above the 
normal. 


The total precipitation for the week 


was for Freano .00 of au inch, LOB An- 
geles a trace. Red Bluff .30 of an inch, 
Sacramento .52, Han Francisco .30, San 
Diego .10. 


Ae compared with the normal precip- 


itation, a deficiency of .'15 of tin inch is 
shown at Los Angeles, .31 of an inch at 
Red Bluff, .04 of an inch at Sacra- 
mento, .24 of an inch at San Francisco 
and .10 of an inch at San Diego. Fresno 
reports an excess of .24 of an inch above 
tbe normal precipitation for the week. 


The cool weather during the week, 


with frosts on the 10th and llth, has 
retarded the. advancement of fruit but 
did no injury to it, while the cool wave 
iu conjunction with the rainfall has 
been beneficial to grain, hay, gratis and 
pasturage, and also for tree planting.. 
Therefore the climatic conditions during 
the week were more favorable to fruits 
ind grain than otherwise.
